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TRIBUTE  TO  DANNIE  HEINEMAN 

November  23  is  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  birth 
of  one  of  the  Library's  great  benefactors,  Dannie  N. 
Heineman,  a  prominent  American  industrialist  whose 
international  business  and  scientific  career  was  pri- 
marily centered  in  Europe.  He  was  born  in  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina,  in  1872,  and  died  in  New  York  City 
on  January  31,  1962.  Forced  out  of  Europe  by  the 
Nazi  onslaught,  he  returned  to  the  United  States  at 
the  outbreak  of  the  second  World  War.  Here  he  estab- 
lished the  Heineman  Foundation  for  Research, 
Educational,  Charitable,  and  Scientific  Purposes,  Inc., 
which,  before  and  after  Mr.  Heineman's  death,  has 
enabled  the  Music  Division  to  acquire  a  notable  col- 
lection of  rarities  otherwise  far  beyond  its  reach. 

Mr.  Heineman  was  an  ardent  music  lover  and  a 
bibliophile  of  impeccable  taste.  He  appreciated  evi- 
dence of  creative  effort,  erudition,  and  cultural 
enrichment.  Knowing  his  broad  interest  in  art  and

Ian  Hamilton,  British  poet,  critic,  and  editor,  will 
present  a  lecture  on  recent  poetry  in  Great  Britain  on 
Monday,  November  27,  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  Coolidge 
Auditorium.  The  lecture  will  be  given  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Gertrude  Clarke  Whittall  Poetry  and 


Literature  Fund.  No  tickets  are  required. 

Born  in  King's  Lynn,  Norfolk,  England,  in  1938, 
Mr.  Hamilton  attended  Darlington  Grammar  School 
and  received  his  BA.  degree  from  Keble  College, 
Oxford.  He  is  Poetry  and  Fiction  Editor  of  The  Times 
Literary  Supplement,  Editor  of  The  Review,  and  has 
been  a  regular  poetry  critic  of  The  Observer  and 
London  Magazine.  He  currently  holds  the  Poetry 
Lectureship  at  the  University  of  Hull  and  has  taught 
at  both  Keble  College  and  New  College,  Oxford.  In 
1963  he  received  the  E.C.  Gregory  Award. 

Mr.  Hamilton's  poems  are  collected  in  a  pamphlet 
entitled  Pretending  Not  to  Sleep  (1964)  and  in  his 
first  book  or  poetry,  The  Visit  (1970).  A  collection 
of  his  essays  and  reviews  will  appear  in  a  volume 
entitled  A  Poetry  Chronicle  later  this  year.  Mr.  Hamil- 
ton's poetry  has  also  been  published  in  many  periodi- 
cals, including  New  Statesman,  The  Observer,  London 
Magazine,  and  Listener,  and  in  such  anthologies  as 
New  Poetry  (1962),  and  Poetry:  Introduction  1 
(1969). 

In  addition  to  writing  and  reviewing  poetry,  Mr. 
Hamilton  has  edited  three  books:  The  Poetry  of  War, 
1939-45  (1965),  Alun  Lewis:  Selected  Poetry  and 
Prose  (1966),  and  The  Modern  Poet:  Essays  From 
"The  Review"  (1968).

[Mr.  Kuiper's] 
direction  of  the  installation  of  a  laboratory  for 
motion  picture  conversion  has  made  it  possible  for 
the  Library  of  Congress  to  accomplish  work  not 
possible  elsewhere  in  the  country,  and  to  convert 
significant  footage  of  deteriorating  film  with  techni- 
cal competence  and  at  a  reasonable  cost." 


The  Librarian  further  noted  that  "through  [Mr. 
Kuiper's]  devotion  to  duty  and  [his]  active  and 
capable  leadership,  the  Motion  Picture  Section  has 
accomplished  other  difficult  tasks  without  serious 
error  or  loss  of  morale,  despite  the  physical  separa- 
tion of  the  motion  picture  collection.  [Mr.  Kuiper's] 
diplomacy,  extensive  professional  acquaintanceship, 
and  ability  to  organize  complex  data  have  made 
[him]  a  key  person  in  the  American  Film  Institute 
cooperative  effort  and  in  the  Library's  role  in  the 
International  Federation  of  Film  Archives." 

In  ceremonies  held  in  the  Librarian's  office  in 
October,  26  staff  members  of  the  Motion  Picture  Sec- 
tion of  the  Prints  and  Photographs  Division  received  a 
Meritorious  Service  Award  in  recognition  of  their 
work  during  the  expansion  and  change  of  the  past 
few  years.  The  staff  members  recognized  in  the  award 
were  Maurel  L.  Allen,  Vivian  D.  Armstrong,  Louis  F. 
Arnold,  Mrs.  Harriet  W.  Aveney,  Kathryn  D.  Baker, 
Zachary  J.  Balian,  Warren  R.  Britt,  Rudolph  J.

Mr.  Mumford  noted  that  "the  professionalism  and 
dedication  of  the  staff  are  amply  attested  to  by  the 
continuing  efforts  to  maintain  and  improve  service  at 
a  time  when  the  motion  picture  collections  experi- 
enced a  dramatic  and  sudden  growth  as  the  result  of 
the  joint  commitment  of  the  Library  and  the  Ameri- 
can Film  Institute,  and  at  a  time  of  internal  shifting 
and  rearrangement  of  offices  and  collections." 

The  Librarian  noted  that  "the  number  of  readers 
served,  the  number  of  films  preserved,  and  the  Sec- 
tion's participation  in  national  and  international  film 
scholarship  have  increased  significantly  in  a  few  short 
years.  The  response  of  [the  Motion  Picture  Section] 
to  these  changes  [has  been]  not  only  commendable 
but  gratifying."

Mrs.  Eilene  Galloway,  Senior  Specialist  in  Inter- 
national Relations  of  the  Foreign  Affairs  Division  in 
the  Congressional  Research  Service,  presented  a  paper 
entitled  "The  Role  of  the  United  Nations  in  Earth 
Resources  Satellites"  at  the  15th  International 
Colloquium  on  the  Law  of  Outer  Space,  held  by  the 
International  Institute  of  Space  Law  of  the  Inter- 
national Astronautical  Federation  on  October  11-13, 
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in  Vienna,  Austria.  Mrs.  Galloway  also  participated  in 
the  conference  of  the  Scientific-Legal  Liaison  Com- 
mittee of  the  International  Institute  of  Space  Law 
and  the  International  Academy  of  Astronautics  which 
considered  potentially  harmful  uses  of  the  space 
environment. 

Warren  R.  Johnston,  Specialist  in  International 
Politics  and  Assistant  Chief  of  the  Foreign  Affairs 
Division  of  the  Congressional  Research  Service,  was 
awarded  a  fellowship  to  participate  in  the  145th 
Wilton  Park  Conference  at  Wiston  House,  Steyning, 
Sussex,  England  on  October  15-21.  The  conference 
dealt  with  civil  rights  and  law  and  order.  Other  CRS 
staff  members  who  have  previously  participated  in 
the  conference  series  are  Lester  S.  Jayson,  Director  of 


CRS,  Norman  Beckman,  Deputy  Director  of  CRS 
(then  with  the  Advisory  Commission  on  Intergovern- 
mental Relations),  and  Hermann  Ficker  and  Eilene 
Galloway,  both  Senior  Analysts. 

Nearly  50  participants  from  14  countries  and  repre- 
senting many  disciplines  and  occupational  back- 
grounds attended  the  conference,  originally 
established  by  the  British  Government  after  World 
War  II  to  help  reopen  a  dialogue  between  Britain  and 
Germany.  The  conference  has  since  broadened  into  a 
regional  center,  mainly  of  West  European  and  North 
American  representatives,  for  encouraging  discussion 
of  a  wide  range  of  world  problems.

ISO  CONDUCTS  SEMINAR,  BRIEFING 

On  October  13,  the  Information  Systems  Office 
(ISO)  sponsored  an  Automation  Seminar  on  "Use  of 
the  ASC  Computer  by  the  Geophysical  Fluid 
Dynamic  Laboratory."  Conducted  by  Joseph 
Smagorinsky  of  the  GFDL,  a  research  division  of  the 
National  Oceanic  and  Atmospheric  Administration 
housed  at  Princeton  University,  the  seminar  dealt 
with  the  philosophy  and  concepts  of  techniques 
requiring  the  use  of  a  large-scale,  advanced  memory 
computer,  such  as  the  ASC  Computer,  in  the  develop- 
ment of  theoretical  methods  for  the  modeling  of  the 
global  atmosphere  and  the  world's  oceans. 

On  October  16-17,  ISO  sponsored  a  Program 
Debugging  Techniques  Course  as  part  of  the  Automa- 
tion Training  Program.  The  course  was  conducted  by

NEWS  IN  THE  LIBRARY  WORLD 

Australian  National  Bibliography  Published 

The  first  cumulative  issue  of  the  Australian 
National  Bibliography  (ANB),  produced  by  the 
ANB/MARC  System,  has  been  published  by  the 
National  Library  of  Australia.  It  cumulates  the  Janu- 
ary through  August  1972  monthly  issues.  ANB  is  a 
classified  catalog  of  books,  pamphlets,  serials,  and 
government  publications  issued  in  Australia  and  of 
items  associated  with  Australia  published  overseas. 
The  catalog  is  arranged  by  the  Dewey  Decimal  Classi- 
fication System  with  an  author,  title,  and  series  index 
and  a  subject  index.  Terms  used  in  the  latter  corre- 
spond to  the  scope  of  the  appropriate  Dewey  class 
number  and  not  necessarily  to  the  subject  headings 
assigned  to  the  particular  work.  Beginning  in  1973 
the  National  Library  of  Australia  plans  to  issue  ANB 
weekly  with  an  author  and  title  index  and  to 
cumulate  it  monthly  with  a  subject  index  added. 
Three  additional  cumulations  during  each  year  are 
planned:  January-April,  May-August,  and  January- 
December. 

The  entries  in  the  classified  sequence  contain  com- 
plete cataloging  and  classification  data,  following  the 
Anglo-American  Cataloging  Rules,  North  American 


Text;  Subject  Headings  Used  in  the  Dictionary  Cata- 
logs of  the  Library  of  Congress,  7th  ed.;  and  Dewey 
Decimal  Classification,  18th  ed.  These  standards  have 
been  modified  slightly  to  reflect  the  needs  of  Austra- 
lian users.  In  addition,  the  bibliographic  descriptions 
incorporate  the  provisions  of  the  International  Stan- 
dard Bibliographic  Description  (ISBD). 

Subscriptions  to  the  Australian  National  Bibliog- 
raphy may  be  placed  with  the  National  Library  of 
Australia,  Parkes  Place,  Canberra  A.C.T.  2600, 
Australia.  The  full  service  subscription  rate  for  1973 
is  $25  Australian.
